enough to lev it. 
In fact, he distrusts es ery 
rtmedv. 
Scleral of the above symptoms 
attend the disease, but cases have occurred 
where few of them existed, yet examination 
of the body, after death, has shown the 
elvis to haie been extensively deranged.
